lit habitants have betaken them telvet to 
the llarancas, with a determination to 
maintain the post as long as possible.— 
The general was making préparations to 
move against the Barancas on Monday 
morning, when my informant left Pen­ 
sacola- 
His force is said to ^ twelvO 
hundred, and that of the enemy three 
hundred. 
1 he Uarancas is strong, situ­ 
ated at the entrance of the harbor ; but 
is commaaded by an eminence on which 
there is a tort. 
The taking of the latter 
will insure the former—his soldiers suf* 
fered considerably before their arrival 
at Pensacola for provisions. 
They had 
lost all to about i to hortcs, but they are 
represented as being in the very best 
spirits, and regretting that an opportuni­ 
ty of figh'ing has not yet offered. 
This 
is very pleasing intelligence to this part 
of the territory. 
W e are in hourly ex­ 
pectation of hearing tomething further 
from thence—great numbers of our citi- 
sens lefi thla place lo-day, for the pur* 
pose of visiting the arnry,and to visit the 
fall of Barancas.— This may be relied

On Wedneaday, the 23d ult. before 
the Supreme Court tilting at New-York 
came on for trial before ^Judge Spencer, 
the causc of Trumbull, vs. Gibbon for a 
libtU. damages laid ai ft 100,000. 
'ftiis 
cause has long excited an uncommon 
share of public interest, and the trial was 
numerously attended. The plaintiff wus 
the lon-in law of the defendant, huvint'S 
few years sit,cc married his only daugh­ 
ter, who is now dead, having brought 
him two children. 


The libel was contained in a ptiiited 
pamphlet, and consisted of svveial cti- 
lumnies, as we are told, for we have not 
read it, nor hcaid it read on thc trial, s- 
gainst Ihe plaintiff and against hiü wile, 
the defendant’s own daughter, charging 
her with criminal inteicourse both be­ 
fore and after her marriage ; but which 
he neither attempted to prove on the 
trial, to palliate nor deny, but rested tli^ 
defence on the mere fuct of the non-pub­ 
lication of the pamphlet. 
It was proved 
that 5 0 copies were printed ; and 5, at 
least, put into the hands of different per* 
sons. 
The case then presented, in the 
language of the Judge, an instance oí the 
most atrocious Libel ever heard of in our 
Courts, aeconnpanicd with grossness and 
impiety- 
The defendant's circumsianc- 
es were shown to be those o f o v er g r o w n 
wealth 'f that his yearly income was pro* 
bably 7 0 ,0 0 0 dollars. 
Many expcctcd 
that the damages would be nearly this 
sum ; but although there were some 
very rcspcctable and high-minded mtn 
on the jury, who would have given a 
verdict that sirur^Iy marked their de­ 
testation of the libeller, ii ticems there 
were eoine of a very din'crent complex­ 
ion. 'I here was it is eaid a compromis« 
between the highest sum mentioned. 
R 60,000, and the lowest sum propostiJ, 
850, and eventually thc verdict was ren­ 
dered for g 15,000; which, although'.he 
lar|*est in this coiiiiiiy, i» far bcnfuih 
public expectation, and one that will r.ot 
stnbibly be felt by the difendunt.

The Whale's back was distinctly seen, 
as well as his spouting ¡ and the last 
time he appeared he went down before 
the Sei pent came up.
